Otsegp, Madison, Oneida 


and-parts of Shoharie .and -Montgom- 
ery- counties arc the goal of all hop- 
pickers. ' AH other business in this 
section is suspended. : .The rich and 
poor, old and young, of all sizes,and 
both sexes in the bop districts seek the 
hop yards, some for health and pleas- 
ure, more for profit 
Both may hero 


bo found. 
No better way of spending 


a vacation can be devised ~-for the 
draggod-out and overworked from the 
cities, if thoy are willing to oat plain, 
hnarty food and enter into the spirit 
of their surroundings. 
The pure air 


and oxovciso, with the healthful influ- 
ence of the hops, always creates ah 
almost insatiable appetite and puts new 
life into the worn-out body. 
Notwith- 


standing tho fact that every one in the 
country piclcs hops, thousands are im- 
ported every year into the hop dis- 
tricts from the cities and towns along 
the Mohawk from Albany to Syracuse,: 
The throngs arc not composed of the 
elite'of their' communities, but make 
good hop-pickers and make this sen- 
son answer for an outing at the sca- 
sliore pj the Adirondacks. 
Much of 


the romance of the old-fashioned hop- 
picking is lacking in a yard whore 
tlicsc foreign pickers are employed. It 
is. iiiiulo a business and these people 
nro kept by themselves as much as 
possible, but in spite of this their pros- 
cm oo has a very demoralizing ; cfl'ect 
upon tho youth ol the community, 
owing to the presence of so ninny dis- 
reputable women among them. 


But in many parts of the hop region 


Vho old-fashionod hop-picking still ex- 
i-its. 
A hop yard in process of picking 


is a novel and picturesque sight any 
where, but among the .Otsogo hills, 
whoso slopes and charming valleys are 
every where dotted with tho fields of 
hops-, tho vinos clinging to the polos 
or strings upon which they are trained, 
tlio long rows of hops mooting over- 
head forming graceful arches, some: 
limes the fields covering many acres— 
tho scone is lit for the painter's brush. 


In thoso sections where only home 


pickers are employed the season is al- 
ways most enjoyable. 
Tho farmers 


vlo with each other to secure the pret- 
tiest girls in the community to pick for 
them, and, of course, no .trouble is 
found to find plenty of young men. 
Society lines are almost forgotten dur- 
ing hop-picking, and each one, as n 
rule, appears to enjoy life without 
r'.'sorvo. 
The work is not easy. 
The 


pickers arc up by dawn and out in the 
iiehls at an early hour, whore they 
stand all day, 
taking time only for 


dinner. 


The hops are brought to the pickers 


by what are called box-tenders, who 
pull the poles and cut up tho vines to 
suit the pickers. 
In spito of tho hard 


work all enjoy it 
Young men find 


plenty of time for making love to tho 
fair maidens with whom they are 
thrown 'in contact, and many a man 
hits met his fate in tho hop yard. 
Tho 


evening moonlight walks and tho air 
hiring influences of his surroundings 
nro more than the average country 
youth is able to contend with, and 
some who are not from tho country 
also. 


Tho season lasts from two to four 


weeks, during the most delightful time 
of tho yonr. 
While every one enjoys 


the novelty and freedom from re- 
straint and society restrictions, it is 
the profit attached to tho work that 
gives it one of its groatost charms. 
In 


largo yards where foreign pickers nro 
employed tho picker's car faro is paid 
to tho hop fioldH and tho pickers arc 
able to earn from forty cents to one 
dollar a day, according .to their abili- 
ty. 
They are also boarded, and it is 


wonderful to note the improvement 
lliat pure air and good food make up- 
on somo of tha poor from tho cities 
who nro brought out by the growers. 
Homo pickers generally board then> 
solves and are paid accordingly. They 
earn from sixty cents to two dollars a 
p 


day. 
All pickers are paid by tho box 


of hops, tho price varying Indifferent 
localities owing to tho difference in the 
size of tho boxoa 
There are now only 


two slued bbxos in use. 
In Oneida and 


Madison the standard box holds seven 
and one-half bushels, in Otsogo and 
some other sections ten bushels. 
The 


price paid, per box, with board, was 
from twenty-five to thirty-five cents, 
without board from fifty to sixty cents. 
In the palmy days of hop-growing, be- 
fore hop substitutes and lice had taken 
tho life out of the business, tho price 
was much more. — Qlen's Falls (# Y.)
